The ffitichiganoAsylum for the fnsane, the oldest 
institution of its kind in the state, is located within the city 
limits of oKalamazoo and will be open informally for visits 
from the members of the State fflledical Society during 
both days of the meeting to be held in ffllay. There are 
more than 1,300 patients at present under treatment in the 
^Asylum and among these is a number of interesting cases 
of mental disease. The oAsylum physicians will take 
pleasure in showing the members of the society about the 
institution, so far as they are able, at any time during the 
meeting that may be most convenient. Street cars running 
within a block of the place of meeting in town will carry 
passengers to and from the oAsylum. The "Colony 
Farm," where 260 of the quieter, chronic patients are 
cared for is two miles and a half away from the parent 
institution and can be reached by a pleasant carriage 
drive by any of the members who may desire to visit it.
